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By the end of this season, the Department of Theatre will have produced 4 full-lenoth productions, 5 bills 
of one-acts of 2 or 3 plays each, and 4 shows by first-year students. In additton, students will have pre- 
sented 9 shows to be sereened for the Quebee Drama Festival, as well as several spectal projects, ineluding 
3 television versions of Hello Out There in cooperation with the Department of Communication Studies. 


Not all of these works were produced with a full range of sets, costwnes and other seenographie elements 
(nor should they have been). Rather, works were produced within a range of eategories depending upon the 
amount and kind of production support allocated. 


For Les Belles Soeurs, actors pulled thetr own costumes from storage, collected properties and helped the 
stage manager with a variety of preparations in just the way young companies often have to work. We believe 


that students should experience this method of production as well as that involving collaboration with designers 


and technical support staff. 
Michel Tremblay, probably the most celebrated Quebegois playwright introduces us to the ltfe of mtddle-aged, 


working elass Quebegois women of the sixties. The play reflects the lives of 15 exploited and powerless women 


who do not fully understand the limitations of their position. In this production we have tried to reflect 
both the naturalistic and theatrical element which characterizes Tremblay's style.
